This is in response lo the "RENEWED PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1 .47(a);' filed on 08 
January 2008. 

BACKGROUriD 

in a decision from this Office on 08 June 2007, the initial pelilion under 37 CFR 1 .47(a) 
was dismissed. The decision staled that items (1)- (4) under 37 CFR 1 .47(a) were not met, and 
the decision set a time period of response of two (2) months and extensions of time were 
available under 37 CFR 1 . 1 36(a). 

On 05 December 2007, the United Stales Patent and Trademark Onicc mailed a 
"NOTICE OF ABANDONMENT* stating that the above-identified application is abandoned for 
failure lo timely reply to the Decision on Petition mailed on 06/08/2007. 

On 08 January 2008, petitioner submitted a "Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 1 .47(a) 
and Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment under 37 CFR 1 . 181 (a)" requesting 
reconsideration of the OITicc's decision of 08 June 2007, and lo withdraw (he abandonment 
mailed on 05 December 2007. 

DISCUSSION 



PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.181; 



A review of the filed reveals (hat petitioner had time to response lo the Decision mailed 
on 08 June 2007, and that pc(i(ioncr's response on 08 January 2008 accompanied by a petition 
for a five-month extension time is timely.

The renewed pciition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) is timely. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 8 1 is GRANTED . The Notice of Abandonment mailed on 
05 December 2007 was in error and is hereby VACATED .

A petition under 37 CFR 1 .47(a) must be accompanied by ( 1 ) the fee
